"What was vory straugo was the riilo 
of iron which Kjjigji^cju ^«^arte^ over 
thtt King. It was universally namitt- 
od by Mount-chavlcs, ns woll as all 
the rast, that if there \Yfl,3 coo porson

other it was Knighton. "I wish to 
God sonio one would assassinate 
Knighton," he -was heard to say, 
taliiug an ignoble leaf out of the book 
of Henry 11.' Yet Knighton was the 
oftlj^'inaniwho could get him to do 
anything.

How- 
ever, if nature has not done so much, 
fortune is likely to do a groat deal 
more for hor." Further on it will bo 
seen that ilr. Greville was inclined to 
do full justice tp;the:gr»c§ ^ndi. digni- 
ty of our plain, litilp princess Victor- 
ia. Ou the 11th of June- he returns to 
Lord Palmerston. "Tho 'event of 
last WGok was Palmorston'a speech on 
the Portuguese question, whirh was 
delivered at a late hour, and in an 
empty hp,Vi9&j.but whigh* they say,-wns 
exceedingly able and eloquent. Tbis 
is tho second ho has made this year of 
great merit. It was very violent 
against tho ' Government.
